Jack Paar:

On March 30th, amid the weeping 
and wailing of housewives and shouts 
of joy from frustrated husbands, Jack 
Paar left television, leaving forgotten 
in a wake of sentimentality the most 
important and controversial issue ever 
brought to the public in recent years. 
The issue is whether or not any field of 
reporting has a right to change a story 
for any purpose. 

The method is simple; the justifica¬ 
tion for it quite a bit harder. The most 
frequently used means is opinionating 
a straight news story by inserting the 
views of the reporter. The only place 
for opinion is in the editorial and any 
story expressing opinion should be la¬ 
beled so. The second, but more dan¬ 
gerous form of truth dilution, is quot¬ 
ing out of context. More dangerous 
because it can lead to a libel suit, but 
more devious because a “forgotten” 
word or even comma can lead to the de¬ 
struction of a man’s reputation, quot¬ 
ing out of context is the lowest trick in 
a yellow journalist’s bag of tricks. The 
third, but far less dangerous, I hope, is 
the rumor. A big name reporter, and I 
use the term loosely, reports that it is 
rumored that; what comes after that is 
usually scandalous trash. I hope that of 
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the three means, this is the least ef¬ 
fective in our educated society, for if it 
isn’t, it is a sad reflection upon the 
public that they would retrogress so 
much as to believe backyard trash and 
gossip. And believe me, that is all it is. 

The most common excuse given for 
the justification of opinionation is pa¬ 
triotism, or always showing our best 
side. This isn’t patriotic, it is traitor¬ 
ous. It is traitorous not only to our 
American concept of equality for all, 
no matter what they think, but also 
treasonous to the news profession. 
Since the trial of Peter Zenger, the 
press has been the representative of 
truth in our society. 

Since the rights of the press were 
established in the country by the trial 
of Peter Zenger, the press has carried 
on the high standards which it repre¬ 
sents and fulfilled the duties attached 
to these standards. The use, today, of 
the aforementioned yellow press tactics 
threatens to end this glorious heritage. 
The only answer to this danger is for 
the press to remember that printing the 
truth is a duty and a privilege that must 
be followed at all times, not just when 
convenient. J. P.
